Southward from Millbridge to Ran- 
nockburn the Hastings road Ss 
over crystalline lime-stone or cale 
schist. On the western edge of the 
latter village is what is known as the 

nockburn gold mine, on which 
considerable work has been done at 
various times. Some very rich gold- 
bearing specimens have been obtained 
from this property, but those working 
the deposit do not appear to haye met 
with sufficient encouragement to just- 
ify their carrying on further develop- 
ment. The ore is quartz associated 
with sulphides in a dark schist or 
eiss of the diorite series. The rock 
much discolored with oxide due to 
the decomposifion of pyrite.

Deposits of another sulphide,galena, 
have been worked in the townships of 
Tudor and Madoc. 

A few miles to the north-west of 
Millbridge is what is known as the 
Katherine lead mine, and about two 
miles northward from Bannockburn 
te the Hollandia mine. 10 
both th deposits occurs in veins 
with calcite, in a dark-colored schis- 
tose rock or as it may be called a dior- 
ite Kniese. At the Hollandia the 
yeins cross the strike of the country 
rock. 

Sonthwanl from Bannockburn, as 
will be seen by the map, the road 
leading to the town of Madoc passes 
over a variety of rocks, consisting of 
cale schist, and other members of the 
Archean, and Silurian limestone. 

At Eldorado village, through which 
the road passes is located the Richard- 
son mine. This deposit is of special 
interest as being the one in which 

was first discovered in Eastern 
tario. A good aceount of the dis- 
covery of this deposit and the excite- 
ment consequent on it will be found 
in the reports of the Geological Survey 
and Bureau of Mines. 

Mispickel has been found in yarious 
ae in the area lying between El- 

orado and the town of Madoc, the 
greater part of the road between these 
two places passing over diorite and 
scale schist, which are cut through by 
dikes of granite and felsite, the geo- 
logical structure being similar to that 
on the west side of the granite mass, 
the Huckleberry rocks 


TOWNSHIP OF ELZEVIR. 


From the map it will be seen that 
the rocks which for convenience are 
here called the diorite series show out- 
crops on or in the vicinity of the road 
running from the town of, Madoc to 

idgewater, Actinolite post office, in 
the township of Elzevir. It will 
further be seen that these rocks form 
an almost continacus band which 
bounds, on the southward, the large 
granite mass which occupies a targe 
part of the township of Elzevir and 


Was erected on this property a year or 
two ago. The e mel development 
work has been done un a vein which 
consists of rather massive quartz. 


Another vein which contains u con. 


siderable percentage of mispickel has 
heen opened up. As willbe seen from 
the map these veins occur in rocks of 
the diorite series, 

The - well-known James mispickel 
sh igh consisting of 308 acres in the 

ourth concession of Elzevir, adjoins 
the village of Actinolite and is owned 
hy Mr. Joseph James. The ore bodies 
lie in schistose rock of the diorite 
series. Gold is associated with mis- 
pickel and would be obtained as a by- 
product in utilizing the latter as a 
Source of arsenic. Scr und a small 
quantity of pyrite form part of the 
ore. Five shafts varying from 20 to 
40 feet in depth have been sunk on the 
deposits, thus affording a good oppor- 
tanity ll com of the character of 
the ore ien. On the river whic 
runs 5 the property are falls. 
one of which has been developed. 
Another is said to have a drop of over 
seventy-fiye feet. Some years ago a 
railway Was graded from Mado¢ to 
and beyond this property. Tweed, a 
station on the main line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, is about five 
miles distant. 

What is known as the Clapp mis- 
pickel property lies adjacent to the 
one just described, 

The crystalline limestone or marble 
which oceurs at the village of Actino- 
lite or Bridgewater is used asa build 
ing stone and is well adapted to the 
purpose. 

A sketch of the diorite hills in the 
vicinity of Bridgewater is given in 
one of Vennor’s reports. - \ 


KALADAR AND ANGLESEA. 


On the road from Actinolite to Flin- 
ton in the township of Kaladar a grey 
coarse-grained granite with consider- 
able quarts and flakes of black mica 
is first met with on lots 6in the sixth 
concession and 7 in the seventh con- 
cession, This represents the southern- 
most part of the area of granite which 
spreads out over Elzevir and adjacent 
townships, The passes over this 
granite to the vicinity of lot 13 in the 
tenth concession. Green schist is then 
in evidence for a short distance and is 
succeeded along the road towards 
Flinton, inningat the bridge across 
the river, by a coarse-grained, dark, 
igneous rock of the texture of gabbro. 
This latter rock extends to within 
about half a mile of Flinton, at which 
point it is succeeded by a green schist, 
similar in appearance to that just 
mentioned. 

To the northwestward across the 


R woe tho schist and 
the latter rock presents much more 
eyidence of having been disturbed 
than the former, 

Proceeding by the road from Flinton 
to Cloyne, rock similar to that under- 
lying Flinton village is encountered, 
being overlain along the firet mile or 
% of the route by sand as far as the 
sixth concession near the junction of 
this road with that running from 
Kaladar station to Cloyne, where an 
area of granite is 8 over. 

A gold property, the Golden Fleece, 
on which some work has been done 
lies not far north of the road on lot 25 
in the sixth concession. The deposit 
lies near the contact of the diorite 
achist and a conglomerate. The ore is 
found in association with the schist 
where it occurs in quartz in the form 
of a vein and in quartz more or less 
mixed with the schist. A shaft about 
25 feet drop has been put down on the 
vein and there is a pit of considerable 
size inthe schist. Material taken from 
these openings was milled, with what 
is claimed were satisfactory results. 
The sulphide in the ore is pyrite.

Care must be taken to allow 
room for the pudding to swell. - 

Remember that pudding clothe! 
should never be washed with any | 
soap at all. They should be soak-/| 
ed in cold water and then well rinsed 
in hot, and afterward put in the 
open air to dry. 

When required for use again put in- 
to boiling water, wring out and 
flour before using. 

Light puddings are better ste j 
ed than boiled. Use a well 
mold and lay over the top a piece 
of buttered paper.

The King of Spain is of all Sov- 
ereigns the ome with the largest as- 
sortment of names. are: Al- 
fonso Leon Ferdinand Marie Jacques 
Isidor Pascal Martial Antoine. There 
is a reason for every one of these. 
Alfonso was after his father, the late 
Alfonso XII., Leon after his godfath- 
er, the Pope, Ferdinand was the fav- 
orite name of the young King's fa- 
ther, Marie because he is dedicated 
to the Virgin, Jacques in honor of 
the patron saint of Spain, Isidor at- 
ter the patron of Madrid, Pascal 
from the day of his birth, which was 
the Feast of St. Pascal, Martial be- 
cause he was baptized on the Feast 
of St. Martial, and Antoine is of the 
Royal Family of Spain. 


At Raby Castle, the seat of the 
Duke of Cleveland, there is an earth 
fire in the great hall which has been 
burning for many centuries. It is the 
special care of two of the Duke’s re- 
tainers, and as there is a good sal- 
ary attached to the post it is only 
reasonable to suppose that many cen- 
turies still will pase before the fire 
finally expires.

Nevertheless, it is quite possible 
for any one of these individuals to 
tura his position to account, as was 
proved afew years ago, when a 
compositor tried to secure copies of 


his comrade’s slips, and boasted that 


he could sell the secret they contain- 
ed to an evening journal for §2,- 
250. 

In a British battleship there are 
said to be over 500 secrets any one 
of which would command a fabulous 
price if put for sale. In building the 
ship 300 workmen or more are en- 
gaged, to whom the majority of 
these secrets are perfectly lucid.

Woman Who Saw Napoleon Leave 
the Field of Battle. 


A French newspaper gives an in- 
teresting account of a conversation 
with one of the very few surviving 
spectators of the battle of Waterloo, 
a widow named Givron, the 100th 
anniversary of whose birth is about 
to be celebrated in the little village 
of Viesville, Hainault.

HOW TO GET RID OF THE PEA 
WEEVIL OR “PEA BUG.”’ 


— 


Pea Growers Must Make United 
Effort ö the 
‘est. 


Some members of the Government 
Grain Standard Board at Toronto, 
on Saturday week, after discussion 
agreed that unlesk some drastic mea- 
sures be taken to ex@erminate the 
“Pea Bug’’ the trade of Canada 
peas will be entirely lost. 

This bug is the Pea Weevil, and 
Dr. James Fletcher, the Dominion 
Entomologist, for some years has 
endeavored to impress upon all pea 
growers in the districta where this 
insect prevails the necessity of mak~- 
ing a united effort to destroy this 
Pest, for without unity mere indivi- 
dual effort will be in vain, because, 
if a farmer treats his own seed peas 
With carbon bisulphide, unfortunate 
ly that does not prevent the weevils 
from his neighbors’ fields injuring 

is crop. 

Most farmers in the districts where 
the pea weevil occurs are pretty well 
acquainted with the life habits. of 
the insect, and also know that the 
fumigation treatment is effective. 
By following the instructions which 
aro given here there will be really 
very little danger; but, of course, 
the work must be done with care. 
Most of our large seed growers and 
seed dealers have bugging houses 
in which they profess to treat, and 
some do regularly treat, their seed, 
but a change for the better might 
be made by doing this work earlier 
and much more universally. Not 
only is the carbon bisulphide more 
easily vaporized in hot weather, but 
ita effect on the Insects is much more 
fatal than in cold weather, or later 
in the season, when the weevils are 
in the torpid state in which 


THEY PASS THE WINTER. 


The sooner the fumigation is done 
after the peas are ripe, natura!ly, 
the less the seods will have been 
daten away by the grubs and in- 
jured. Moreover, by postponing the 
fumigation until late in the autumn, 
in some seasons a large proportion 
of the weevils will have left the 
Pens and escaped before the opera- 
tion. 

Dr. Fletcher asserts that any far- 
mer can treat his own seed easily 
and with perfect safety in the fol- 
lowing way: Place the quantity of 
peas to be treated in an ordinary 
45-gallon coal oil barrel, which will 
hold about five bushels of peas. The 
quantity of carbon bisulphide that 
has been found necessary to destroy 
the weevil is one ounce to every 
hundred pounds of seed— the treat- 
ment to last for 48 hours. There- 
fore, for the above quantity, as peas 
Weigh from 60 to 65 pounds to the 
bushel, three ounces would bo re- 
quired if tho barrel were filled. The 
chemical may be poured right on to 
the peas, and the barrel must then 
be covered quickly and closely first 
with a thick cloth or canvas which 
has been damped in water, and then 
also with boards. The carbon sul- 
phide will not injure the seed in any 
way, either as to vitality or as to 
its wholesomeness as food. Carbon 
bisulphide is a colorless liquid which 
readily turns into vapor when ex- 
posed to the air, except in very cold 
weather. This vapor is quite invis- 
ible but has a very unpleasant 
Strong odor. It is heavier than air 
and therefore sinks quickly to the 
bottom of and permeates the con- 
tents of any closed receptacle in 
which it is used to free grain of in- 
lest ing insects. It is, however, ex- 
tremely inflammable, both in the 
liquid and vapor form: consequently 
great care must be taken not to 
bring any flame, not even a lighted 
pipe or cigar, near the liquid or 
barrel 

DURING TITE TREATMENT. 


The peas or other grain must be left 
in the tightly closed barrel for 48 
hours to destroy the weeviis; it will, 
therefore, be best to place the barrel 
in an outside shed at some dis- 
jtance from the living house. 

The late sowing of peas is certain- 
ly useful in preventing attack by 
pen weevil, but the method is not 
much in favor with the farmers, 
becuuse late sown peas in most sea- 
sons are liable to be so badly at- 
tacked by mildew as to reduce very 
much the value of the crop. 

Dr. Fletcher considers an easy 
remedy and an extellent one 
oniyx a small quantity of seed is re- 
quired, is to hold over until the sec- 
ond year after harvesting.

RAILWAYS FOR THE WEST 


Charter for 2,500 Miles of Line 
Applied for. 

A Winnipeg despatch mys: C. E. 
Hamilton, of St. Paul, has applied 
to the Manitoba Government for a 
charter for a company that proposes 
to build as much railway as tho 
whole province at present contains. 
Roughly estimated, the line when 
completed, as mapped out, will be 
about 2,500 miles in length.

BRITISH BAR. 
Incomes of Some of the Leading 


Lawyers. 


The Lord High Chancellor of Great | 
Britain ie ond only in position 
to the Aféiibiehep Canterbury, and 
he epjove an income 6f £19,000 a 
year. The Lord Chief Justice ~ of 
England has « salary of £8,000 a} 
year. ‘The Master of the Rolla fas 
u salary of £6,000 a year, and 
Lords of Appeal in Ordinary have 
the same. The Lords Justices of 
the Court of Appeal and the Judges 
of the High Court earn £5,000 a 

r ach. ‘The Masters of the 
Court, the London Po- 
Magistrates, and the County 
Court Judges earn £1,500 a 
year each. ‘The Masters of the 
High Court are chosen either from 
barristers or from solicitors, but all 
the other office holders to whom wo 
have alluded must have come from 
the bar. 

The Attorney General makes much 
more money than any of these digni» 
taries. His saiary is only £7,000, 
but he has fees as well, sometimes 
to a very large amount. ‘The Solici- 
tor General has £6,000 a year, be- 
sides his feces, Ot course, the double 
work, legal and parliamentary, 
which these officers have to under- 
take ia most arduous, requiring an 
iron constitution and a mind that 
requires but little time for rest. The 
private practitioners in some few 
cases make larger incomes than any 
of the official persons at the bar. It 
is not indeed many who make “‘five 
furures:"’ but there may be always 
one or two leaders who are achiev- 
ing this. ‘The leaders who are chicf- 
ly before the public in ordinary 
casos do not often make more than 
from £5,000 to £6,000 a year. Larg- 
er fortunes are frequently made by 
men who specialize in patent cases, 
who are engaged in rating appeals 
and compensation work, or who 
practico their profession at the Par- 
Hamentary bar.

Columbia has not been afraid to 
venture into the tield of municipal 
ownership, and the first results are 
ofa most encouraging nature. Ac 
cording to one of the local papers, 
the town —or, as they prefer to call 
ft, the city—paid $5,000 for the 
waterworks system in 1897, spent 
#101,580 on improvements collected 
$64,639 in water rates, at an operat- 
ing expense of $9,678. After pro- 
viding for all charges, the people 
of Nelson are $18,966 in pocket 
through owning their waterworks 
service, and $23,676 ahead through 
owning their electric light service, 
since 1897. The town was incor- 
porated in that year, and the elee- 
tric light and . waterworks taken 
over by the municipality, and these 
two services since then have protit- 
ed the municipality to the aggre 
gate of 812,643. 

The rates haye not been raised to 
the public, the services have been 
good, and the town has received 
the profits that would have gone 
into private pockets. .

Another Fast CF. R. Run. 

One day last week, owing to a delay 
at Smith's Falls, the C. P. R. train for 
Toronto made a specially quick run to 
make up time, and when it reached 
the Union Station had made up one 
hour and nine minutes of the time 
lost. Deducting stops, the running 
time shows that the ayerage rate of 
speed between Smith's Falls and Tor- 
onto was 47 miles per hour. This in- 
cludes the slow-downs necessary to 
pass through the yards at Toronto 
and at the larger towns en route.

Libraries For Schools. 
The trustees of each school section 
of Ontario have recently been supplied 


from the De ment of Education 
with a list of ks suitable for school 
section libraries. The catalogue is a 
carefully chosen one of about 730 
volumes and the entire list would cost 
at publisher's prices about $600. The 
nt strongly urges the dif- 
ferent — 5 ee oe to re a 
uning by giving an initial grant 
bas to be followed by an annual 
grant thereafter of $20. Up to a limit 
of twenty dollars devoted yearly to 
this object, the Department will add 
fifty cents to every dollar raised by 
the schools, that is to say for a grant 
of $20, the school will get $30 worth 
of books. It is to be hoped that the 
schools in this and the neighboring 
townships will not be slow to avail 
themselves of this offer. The school 
has no right to teach how to read 
without doing much more than it now 
does to direct to the taste and confirm 
the habit of reading what is good 
rather than what is bad.”

The British surveying vessel Fiy- 
ing Fish in 1887 at last found an 
anchorage on the north coast, to 
which the mame Flying Fish Cove 
was given. A number of men were 
landed, but as the island seemed to 
be of little value, no serious at- 
tempt at exploration was made. 

In 1890 the British naval ship 
Redpole called for a few hours and 
a representative 
Botanical Gardens collected a num 
ber of plants and wrote an interest- 
ing account of his visit. Jt then oc 
curred to a number of scientific men 
that it would be very interesting to 
have this isolated and neglected 
spot studied in all ite aspects. In 
1896 Sir John Murray offered to 
pay the expenses of such an expedi- 
tion, and Mr. Charles W. Andrews 
ol the British Museum was chosen 
to make the investigation. He be 
gan his researches on the island in 
August, 1897, and his long and in- 
teresting description of it wae 
printed with a map in the Geo- 
graphical Journal in January, 1899. 
It is, therefore, less than four years 
since a fairly adequate description of 
the island was published. 

The climate of Christmas Island is 
delightful, resembling during the 
greater part of the year a hot Eng- 
lish summer. tempered, by sea 
breezes. The island is perfectly 
healthful, there being no marshes or 
stagnant pool», while, on the other 
hand, there is a fair supply of good 
Water. Nearly the whole island is 
covered with forests. The fauna is 
very poor. Only five species of

Cheap ie From New York to 
uth Africa. 

A New York despatch says: Rival 
steamship lines plying between Now 
York and South Africa are waging a 
vigorous war in rates. ‘To-day a ton 
of general cargo can be shipped to 
Cape Town for less money than a 
merchant can bring hall a ton of 
potatoes to this city from the Caro- 
linas. The rate on general cargo to 
the South African ports has been cut 
repeatedly, until now it is only $2.- 
48 a ton. At least six steamships 
sail on the rival lines every month 
The traffic to Cape Town and neigh- 
boring ports varies between 42,000 
and 56,000 tons monthly, but is 
growing rapidly.

DEATHS AT A FIRE. 


Mon Hurled Into Water With Fal- 
ling Dock. 


An Ashland, Wis., despatch says: 
The Wisconson Central Rallway ore 
dock was destroyed by fire on Sat- 
urday afternoon, the loss involved 
being about $525,000. In falling the 
dock carvied with it a number of fire- 
mon and dockmen, and several lives 
| Were lost, just how many will be not 
bo known for some days. Several 
badly injured firemen were rescued 
from the burning ruins, one of them 
with beth legs broken. The fire 
started about five o'clock, and be- 
fore the firemen arrived tho entire 
ore dock, half a mile long, was in 
flames. An engine was run on the 
itramway as near to the fire as pos- 
| sible, and half a hundred men began 
tearing apart the timbers connecting 
the tramway and the deck to keep 
it from falling with the dock. Sud- 
denly the dock gave way, carrying 
with it 200 feet of the tramway, the 
engine just barely escaping the fall 
into the bay. Several hundred 
ple were under the tramway, but 
most of them escaped with slight in- 
juries. As the broken tramway and 
burning dock fell at least a dozen 
men were seen to go down in the 
ruins. The wreck fell into twenty 
Yeet of water, and it will be impos-

WITHOUT LOSS OF VITALITY. 


A combination of heat, moisture, 
and food, such as the animal body 
offers, may cause the seed to germin- 
late and develop an epidemic anew. 
Once within the animal body, an- 
thrax plants multiply without seed 
formation, and if they cause the 
death of the animal, and it is buried 
without a dissection or mutilation, 
which would allow air to come into 
contact with the blood, then, in a 
short time, the plant dies, and noth- 
ing remains to germinate future 
trouble. Almost invariably, imme- 
diately after death, however, blood 
exudes from all the natural ‘open- 
ings of the carcas of an anthrax 
victim; therefore it ie the duty of 
the farmer to take chre that the 
carcass is cremated immediately life 
is extinct. In no case should the 
carcass be skinned or the plaguo may 
extend not only among the adjacent 
flocks and herds but to the tanners 
and their helpers who take part in 
removing the hide from the animal. 
Last year a bulletin was issued by 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture dealing with anthrax, ang 
demonstrating the efficacy of the 
use of Pasteut’s vaccines to pro- 
duce immunity.
